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and assist the Food Administration. We consider
that the opportunity to co-operate whole-heartedly
and to our fullest powers with this branch of the
Government is our plain and most pressing duty.

The Trade Commission Attorney has, by false
inference and misplaced emphasis, given to discon-
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and sinister meaning with the plain purpose of creat-
ing antagonistic public opinion.

The services of the packers of the United States
are most urgently needed, and I regret exceedingly
that we should at this time have to spend our
efforts in defending ourselves against unfounded,

unproved, and unfair assertions such as are being
daily made public.
